.^^4k^ HE creation of the World (ac- 
cording to* Areh-biihop Uihcr) 
began on Sunday, the 23d. of Oc- 
tobery4oo4 years before the birth 
of*Chrift. 
The" firft thing that appeared was %^/, 
^hich ipTung forth at the drvine command : 
the reparation of this from the darknefs, 'till 
it appeared to be good, and capable of anf^ 
Wering every end of the divine mind in its 
prodttdion, was the work of the firft day's 
fpace. 

Them God made an expanfiorf in the 
midft of the waters, to divide the waters 
above from the waters below : this expanfion 
Mofet calls fteaven, the formation of which 
took up the fecond day's fpace. ^ 

Next God caufed the earl A to appear out 

of the .waters, and thefe laft to be gathered 

B . , together 
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Year together chiefly into one great receptacle or 
of the ocean, thence forward to be diftinguiilied as 
World, earth 2Lnd feas : on this feparation, the (limy 
^^—-v-*'*^ earth at his command, ihewed evident marlu 
I , of its fertility ; all forts of plants, herbs, 
and trees began, to germinate, many of which 
(for the fuftenaiAe of the intended inhabitants) 
muft have arifen wonderfully in full propor- 
tion and maturity, bearing their feveral feeds 
and fruits, according to their various kinds : 
This was the work of the third day's fpace, 
which alio received the divine approbation. 

During the fpace of the fourth day, God 

commanded, and the luminaries appeared in 

the firmament of heaven^ to be a diflindioa 

between day ^nd night, and a fure diviiion 

of their refpedive portions, as well as to 

ferve for the regulation of figns and feafons, 

and the exa6t numeration of days and years, 

and to give light upon the earth: To this 

end the two great lights, the fun a|id moo/r, 

^ were particularly made ; to the brighter and 

^^^. Jarger of which was given the dominion of ' 

u the day, which was to iifue from k, and to 

' the finaller and lefs lucid orb, tog^ether with 

the ftars, was given the dominion of the 

, ni^ht ; and upon a view of all, ineiiable 

^^i wifiloni pronounced them good. 

'f ., Thus was formed in rour days fpace, in 

/' ^^V. * beautiful order and perfei^ion, the inanimate 

world, but as yet there was no living creature 

to enjoy the benefit of it j therefore, in the 

&r& place God commanded, and the waters^ 

or the foft TKjuid ouze,^ produced abundantl^r 

all kinds of living creatures (man and bea^ 

exceptedj with their feveral fpecies ; the fifhes

Tear of the Tea began to move, and the great 
of the Leviathan to drive the floods before him : the 
World, fowls fpread their foft wings, and mounting 
^ above the earth, flew with rapidity along 
the wide expknfion : the Almighty faw with 
complacency this living produ^ion, bade 
them to multiply upon the earth, and fill the 
waters in the feas,^nd declared them fruitful 
by. his bleffing : — this was the bufinefs of the 
fifth day. And as the'originat of fifli and vo- 
latiles was from the fame element, fb there 
is fuppofed to be fbme congruity-ia their na- 
ture, being both oviparous^ or briiiigirig forth 
their young in the egg, and their motions 
of fwimming and flying, nearly refembling 
each other. 

On the beginning of the (ixth day God 
made, of the harder particles of the earth, 
and of firmer texture, every beaft of the earth 
after his kind, and all cattle after their kind, 
and 9;vtty reptile or creeping thing after his 
kind. When the Creation had proceeded 
thus far, and every thing tha't could be fub- 
fervient to man,^ or advance his felicity, was 
completed, ^e whowas to be Lord of all, and 
for whofe fake the whole world was framed, 
was brought into the world, being created in 
a more folemn manner, after a confultation, 
as it were, of the Holy Trinity 5 — lei 
us' make man in our image y after our likeneft : 
Man then was, by the divine power, created 
on the fixth day (being Friday the 28th of Oc* 
tober) after the terreftrial animals had 4>een 
produced* His body was formed out ef red 
earth, whence he had the name of Adam^ and 
his foul was immediately infufed into him hj 
B a * his 
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Year his Creator, in whidi better ami immortal 
of the part more evidently confifted that image or 
World, refemblance of God, wherein he is faid to 
< \«m^ .Mohave been made^ The Woman alfo was 
I , formed on the fame day, out of the fide of the 
Man, who^ had been cafi: into a deep deep for 
that end. From what Adam faid on his firfl 
fight of her, that flu mtai bone of his hone, and 
fie fit of his fie fit, he feems well to have known 
whence fbe was taken ; whether he was fen- 
fible of the pad operation, or had it revealed 
.to him, as is probable, in ■%:■ vifion while he 
llept. Thus were the firft pair created in an 
^ adult and perfeA ftate, with the utmoft fym- 
metry of parts, and capable of the full exer- 
cife of their natural powers and faculties , 
both of body and mind. The Almighty pro- 
nounced a blelllng upon them, and gave them 
dominion over every Hving creature that 
ihould be feenon earth, in fea, or air: every 
herb bearing feed, and every tree yielding 
frtiit, was appointed for their food. This 
being done, the Sovereign Creator reviewed 
his ^hole woik that he bad made, and be^ 
held it was very good ; and the evening and 
the morning were the fixih diy . ^

Sunday, the 30th of Noveipber, God 
commanded Noah to enter into the Ark with 
his family ; all thefountains of the great deep 
were broken up, the windows of heaven were 
opened, and the rain delcended continually 
for fortv days and forty nightsj the earth was 
covered, and the fur&ce of the waves was 
fifteen cubits, or feven-and-twenjtyfeet above 

the 
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1656 .(he tO{)9 of the higheft mountains : hence a 
/ general ^eftnidion enfued, only Noah and his 
/. iamily, and the animals with them being 
V faved. This family confided of -eight perfonsy 
Noah with his three ions, and their four 
. / wives. The flood began on Sunday, the 7th 
y. of December, and the waters gradually in- 

/ creafed for five months : there were no ftorms 

/ , or Yident commotions, but the Ark was car- 

/ ried gently along. Then God caufed a wind 

' to pais over the earth, and the waters began 
to aiTuage. On Wedne((iay,the 6th of May, 
1657, ^^^y ^^blided fo much, that the Ark 
* refled on Mount Ararat, and on Sunday the 

19th of July, the tops of the mountains be- 
gan to appear. About the 28th of Auguft, 
Noah let out a Raven, which returned not ; 
' he therefore (cnt out a Dove, which qui^ljr 

returned, having found no place dry enough 
to reft on, but being fent out again, a week 
after, ihe came back again in the evening, 
bringing an olive leaf in her bill : ieven days 
after, iLreing difpatched again, ihe returned 
. -no more. On the twenty-third of October, 
] J^ah removed the covering of the Ark, and 
.»^ »^ that the furfecrf of the earth was cleared 
. . 'of the water; yet he continued in if till 
Friday the 1 8th of December, when by God's 
direction, he and all that were with him, came 
out and viiited the earth once more. He 
. built an altar immediately^ and ofiered a burnt 
facrafice 5 God accepted his offering, bleffed 
him, and gave him permifiipn to eat animal 
food, as well as the fruits of the eanh, only 
commanding him to abflain from the blood, 
and by no means to ihed that of man. He 

.aifured. 
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aflured him that tfie world fliould no more be 
drowned, and promised as a token thereof, 
to iet his bow .in the clouds when it rained.

part was divided ioto two courts, that of the 
Jfinelites towards the Eaft, which was 135 
cubits fquare ; and that of the Priefts, wherein 
they ottered iacrafices, on the Weft, which 
wu 187 cubits long, and 13$ broad, encom- 
pafled with halls anid chambers, in which the 
princes of the Tribes, &c. aflembled, and 
therein alio all the offices of the Temple were 
performed ; the moft facred part of the 

C % Temple 
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3000 Temple ftood in the middle of the tliird or in- 
ncrmoft couit, was an loo cubits (quare, and 
120 high, and the roof within iide was co- 
vered with ihafly plates of gold : it had three 
principal parts, the Entrance, the Sanduary, 
and Holy of HoHe$^ which was fituated to- 
. ^ '» w^rds the Weft. The hall's or chambers for 
the treafures of the Temple, wer'^ in number 
thirty^eight, and the private rooms, in which 
were laid up the materials of the Tabernacle, 
took up one third part of them ; \»ndcr the 
Temple were the Baths for the Priefts. The 
number of perfons who watched every night 
was 240, divided into twenty-four companies, 
each donfifting of 10 ipen, three of Priefts, 
and 21 of Levites, who were placpd at all 
the corners, gates and courts of the Temple 
round about. There were 340,000 goldea 
vefTels, a»4 470,000 filver ones for the orna- 
ment of the Temple, and Tabernacle at fet 
times, the moft glorious and valuable whereof 
was the Ark of the Cqvenant, which was a 
fmall cheft covered with gold, both within 
SLXid without, of two cubits and a half long, 
one' cubit and a <half high, and the fame 
broad j over it was the Mercy-feat, made 
of folid gold, and of the thicknefs (fay the 
Rabbins) of a hand's breadth ; at the two ends 
' of this cover wfere two Cherubins, looking 
inward to each other, with wings expanded, 
which embracing the whole circumference 
of the Mercy-feat, did meet on each fide in 
the middle. Hence the divine oracles were 
given out in an audible voice, ai Men as GocJ 
was confulted in behalf of his people. In 
. ^his ^eft was 'laid the golden. pot of Manna,

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300a Aaron's Rod, and the two Tabfcs of the 
Covenant, as well the broken ones as th^ 
> whole : at the end of it, which was qn the 
risht hand, was placed the Original copy 
of the Law, in a cafe made on purpofe for it, 
and at the other end, th^ veilel containing 
the holy anointing Oil, which was made by 
Mofes for the anointing and confecratin? of 
the King, the High Prieft, and of ail the fa- 
cred veflels which were ufed ' in the houfe 
of God : this Ark was kept in the (loly 
of Holies, between which and tlje SanQuary 
hung the Veil, which was rent in pieces at 
our Saviour's death; it flood on a done or 
pedeftal, riling three fingers (>readth above the 
floor, apd on the two udes of it,, in the mid* 
die between the center of the Ark and each 
fide wall, ftood two Cherubins^'^fteen feet 
high, which having their wings expanded, 
with two of them they touched the fide walls, 
and witn the other two met exactly over the . 
middle of the Ark« Here alfo the Shecinah 
refted, both in the Tabernacle and the Tem- 
ple (by the Shecinah is meant the Divine Pre- 
tence) which was vifibiy feen between the two 
Cherubins, over the Mercy-feat or cover of 
the Ark \ hence it is, that God is fo often faid 
in Scripture, to dwell between the Cherubins., 
On the altar in this Temple was the Holy 
Fire, with the Spirit of Prophefy, i9vxth the 
IJritn and ^hummim^ which was (bmething 
that Mofes put into the breaft-plate of the 
High Prieft^ and there are many ftrange 
opinions concerning the meaning of theie 
words, with which w^ iliall not trouble our. 
readers, becaufc it is ^evident the divine power

ways carried with them, for Uritu fignilieth 
LIGHTS, and T/odrnmim perfections : 
the High Prieft's br^ft-plate was a piece of 
cloth doubled, of about a fpan fquare, in 
, which twelve precious ftones were fet in 

/ockets of gold, having the names of the 
twelve Tribes -of ffrael engraved thereon 5 
this being fixed to the Ephod, or upper veft- 
ment of the High Prieil's robes, was worn 
on his bread on all folenm occafions, efpecially 
to aflc counfel of God in difEcult and momen- 
*tous ca(es, relating^ to the whole ftate of 
Ifrael, as for the King, for the prefident of the 
Sandhedrim, for ibe general of the army, or 
iome other great prince or governor, and not 
for any private perfon, this coun^l was afked 
by tke High Pried, having on his robes and 
breaft«^iate, who prefented himielf before 
God in the Sanduary, without tk^ Veil of the 
Holy of Holies, and with his face turned 
4itemf towards the Ark» and the Mercy-feat 
over it,^ where the Divine IVcfence reded. 
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joooaa ftudrble TOice from the Mercy-ieat, within 
behind the Veil ; and for this retfbn the H0I7 
of Holies, and the place where the Ark and 
Mercy-feat ftood, are fo often called in Scrip- 
ture, the OracU. The Ten Shew-bread Ta- 
bles were valuable appurtenances covered 
with gold, they were eaoh two cubits long, 
one cubit broad, s^id a cubit and a half high. 
The Holy Fire from Heaven firft defcended 
upon the Altar in the Tabernacle, at the con- 
iecfalion of Aaron and his ions to the Prieft- 
hood I and afterwards it deicended anew upon 
the Altar in Solomon's Temple, at the con- 
fecration thweof; this^fire was preferved, 
conftantly fed and mfintabcd by the Priefts 
day and night, witkovt iiiflSin'ing it to go out, 
and with this all the offering were oifered 
that were imde by fire. Laftly, Sok>mon had 
30,000 CarpentiOTs eftiployed in cutting and 
ibuaridg tbe Cedars: he alio had 80^000 
Mafbnsy and 70,000 Labourers, befides 3,300 
mafters or over-feers of the work ; fo that 
he paid in all 183,306 men, in which num- 
ber the artificers which he had fi-om Hiram, 
King of Tyre, were included.

394 St. Patrick taken by Pirates, and brought 
into Ireland at fixteen years of age^ where 
he lived fix years, rending an herd of cattle 
near the mountain Mifs^ in that part of Ulfter 
now called the County Antrim; but being 
fet at liberty after hisfirtl taking, he returned 
home ; but this did not put a period to his 
/ troubles, for about two years after, he was 
carried captive into Ireland a fecond time, 
where he continued but iixty day);. After his 
return home he t^ok a pilgrimage to Rome, 
and in his journey thither, made fomc fbort 
ftay with St. German, and afterwards with 
St. Martin, bifliop of Tours, his uncle, by 
whom, being inftru^ed in the Scriptures, he 
was ordained preftytef : fr^^m thence Kfe went 
to Rome and other places, where he remained 
about thirty years : he was. feriit to Ireland by 
Pope Celelfine, to prear^hthe gofpel, in, the 
year 436, and fixed h?s fjee at Armagh, of 
which he Avas the firft Bifliop • in the year 
466, he built the Metropolitan ehwth of 
Armagh j in tien years after he gave it to his 
(cholar Benignes, who immediately refigned 
tojarbeth; he dying in the year 482, was 
fucceeded by Cormone, fo that St. Patrick 
iaw three of his fucceflbrs in bis See of Ar- 
maeh, and not being unmindful of his duty, 
helpent the remainder of his life in private 
lludies and contemplations, in preaching and 
public offices of the church. He was born 
in Tibcrnia, a little Britifli country, now 
part of Scotland, near the Caftle of Dunbri- 
tain, in the year of our Lord 378 ; his fa- 
. ther was Calpurnius, a deacon, his grand- 
ikiher Potitus,a prclbyter, as he fays fpcaking

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of his family in his confeflion : he was named 
Succith^ valiant in war; but the name of 
Patrick was given him long after, as a badge 
of honour, by Pope Celei^ine. He died the 
17th day of March, 492, in the Abbey 
of Saul, built by himfelf, and was buried 
there, about two miles diilanc^ from Down, 
being 1 14 years old.

appointed (in Normandy) the Earl's own 
fword wis fent for out of fTcland; but when 
the day came, and every thang^was ready for 
. the iight, and the champions- were entered 
the lifts, in the prefence of the Kings of 
England, France and Scotland ; the French 
champion not liking the ftrong^proportion of 

the 
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iao3 the Earl's body, nor the terrible weapon he 
bore in fai^ hand> when the trumpets founded 
the laft charge, he fet fpurs tojiis horfe, broke 
through the llftsy and fled into Spain, from 
whence he never returned. The French 
champion thus taking his flight, the victory 
was adjudged to the Earl of Ulfter : but the 
icings hearing of his great ftrength, and being 
wilhng to (ee fome trial of it, they ordered 
an helmet of excellent proof, full faced with 
maili to be laid upon a block of wood, which * 
the Earl with one blow, cut afunder, ^nd 
ftruckhis fword fb deep into the wood, that 
none there pre(ent but himfelf, could draw it 
out again ; which fword, together with his 
armour, are to this day, preferveH in the 
Tower of London. After this noble perfor- 
mance, the Kii^g reftored him to his former 
titles and eftate, which was valued at that 
time at twenty-^five thoofand marks flerling, 
per annum, a vail inc9me in thofe days ; and 
likewiie bade him a(k for any thing elfe in his 
gift he had a mind to, and it ibp^ld be grant* 
cd; upon which the Earl replied, he had 
titlesaodeftate enough, but defired, that he 
and his fucceflbrs, the heirs male of his fa« 
mily. (after him) migh^ have the privilege, 
after their firft obdfance, to be covered in the 
Rp^l prefeiH^e of him and his fucCefiprs, Kings 
of England ; which the King granted, and the 
laid privilege is preferved in the family to this 
day. The Earl afterwairds arriving in England, 
attempted fifteen feveral tidies to crofs the feas 
from thence into Ireland, but was every time 
pat back by contrary winds ; whereupon he

But having perceived that his 
hand, which he clapped to his fide, was bloody, 
he faid, I amnvounaed^ feize that fellamti^ hut 
donU kill him. His Majefty was immediately 
carried to his apartment.

To- 
wards three o'clock in the evenings notice 
was given to the Commiiiaries, that every 
thing. was ready for the execution ; upon 
which they inftaiitly repaired to the Town- 
Halj, preceded according to cuftom, by the 
Officers and Archers of the Lieutenant of the 
Short Robe. SeveraVd^ys before, there had 
been prepared, at the common place pf exe- 
cution, called tl^e Greve,a fpaqepf one hun- 
dred feet fquare^ furrounded with pallifades, 

and 
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1757 and having no entrance open, but in one Ifor- 
ner, for the admiflion of the Criminal, and 
for communication with the Town-hall : this 
fpace was guarded on the infide by the Lieu- 
. 1;enant of the Short Robe (whofe function on 
thefe occaiions^anfwers to that of the Sheriff 
in England) and his company, and on the out- 
fide by the foldiers of the Foot- Watch : the 
horfe patrol was pofted in the Square of Veaux, 
the avenues of the Greve were lined at pro- 
per diftances by detachments of the French 
^ard«, as aifo the way from the Hall of Juf^ 
tice to the Church of Notrc-Dame : there 
were alfo Corps de Guards ftationed at all the 
quarters and principal ilreet ends of the town. 
In fhort, all the neceffary precautions were 
taken to fecure the public order and tranqui- 
lity. The Criminal being arrived at the 
Church of Notre-Dame, he acquitted him(elf 
of the ceren^ony of the Amende Honorable* 
in the form prefcribed by his fentence, with 
an air of contrition and repentance \ he was 
accompanied bjr two Divines, who did not 
quit him till his lail breath. Being come to 
the Greve, he defired to fpeak with the Com- 
mifi^ries, who gave orders for him to be 
brought up to them in the Town-haliji which 
he accordingly was : all the declaration he 
made to them, was no more than to dflc. par- 
don of the Arch-bifliop, for the injurious ex- ^ 
preiiions he had ufed concerning him, to der 
clare that his wife and daughter were inno- 
cent, and to recommend them to the charity 
of the Commiflaries ; and in fine, he declared 
that in his crime there was neither plot or ac- 
complice. Both the Comralffaries and Divines 
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1^57 vnited in exhortations to him, to avail himfelf 
of thefe iaft moments for difcovering all he 
knew, but he periifted in averring that he had 
nothing more to declare. It is aifo to be ob- 
ferved, that during this time, the Divines had 
feveral times prefented a crucifix to him, 
which he refpedtfuUj kiiTed, The Commifla- 
ries feeing there was nothing more to be ex- 
V pe^ed from the Criminal's declarations, or- 

dered him to be led back to the Greve. He 
waited there fome confiderable time^ becaufe 
the executioner had not been careful enough to 
have every thing ready, for which he was af- 
terwards punifhed by commitment, for feveral 
' days to the dungeon. When Damiens was 
' flrrppcd, it was obferved, that he furveyed 
and confidered all his body and limbs with at- 
tention, and that he looked round with firm- 
hefs on the vafl concourfe of fpe£tators. 
Towards five o'clock he was placed on the 
fcaffold, which had been erected in the mid- 
die of the inclofed Area, and was raifed about 
tbree* feet and a half from the ground ; the 
length from eight to nine feet, and of about the 
fan^e breadth. The Criminal was iufhrntly 
jtied, and afterwards faftened by iron gyves, 
which confined faim under the arms, and above 
'. • the thighs ; the firfl torment he underwent, 
was that of having his hand burnt in a flame 
of brimflone, the pain of which made him 
fend forth fuch a terrible cry as might be heard 
a great way off; a moment afterwards he 
raifed his head, and looked for fome time, car- 
neflly at his hand, without renewing his cries, 
and without exprefling any paf&on, or break- 
ing out into any imprecation : to this firfl tor- 
ment 
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1757 ment fucceeded that of pinching him with red 
hot pinchers^ in the arnis, thighs and breads • 
at each pinch he. was heard to fhriek in the 
fame manner as when his hand was burnt ; 
he looked and gazed at each wound, and his 
cries ceafed as loon as the pinching was over. 
They afterwards poured boiling oil and melted 
lead and rofin into every wound, except thofe 
of the bread, which produced in ail thofe 
circumllances, the fame effedl as the two firft 
tortures. The tenor of his articulated excla- 
mations at times, was as follows : Strengthi^^ 
me 9 Lord God^ ftrengthen me I Lord Gody have 
pity on me! O Lord, my God, <what do I not 
Suffer ! Lwd God, ghve me patience ! , At 
length they proceeded to the ligatures of his 
arms, legs and thighs, in order to difmember 
him; this preparation was very long and pain- 
ful, the cords tied, bearing grlevoufly on the 
frerti wounds ; this drew new cries from the 
fuiFerer, but did not hinder him from viewing 
and confidering himfelf with a ftrange and (in- 
gular curiofity. The horfei having been put 
to the draught, the pulls were repeated for 
along time, with frightful cries on the part 
of the fufFerer, the extenfion of whofe mem- 
bers was incredible, and yet nothing gave 
figns of the difmemberment taking place. In 
fpite of the draining efforts of the horfcs, 
which were young and vigorous, and perhaps 
too much fo, being the more redive and un- 
manageable for drawing in concert j this lad 
torment had now laded for more than an hour, 
without any profpedl of its ending. The

thighs and one arm were th^s fevered from 
his body ; nor was it till the other arm went 
away that he expired. As foon as it was cer- 
tain that there was no life left, the body and 
fcattered limbs were thrown into a fire pre- 
pved for that purpofe near the fcafFold, where 
theywereall reduced to afhes. The next day 
after various formality, in confequence of the 
cxecirtion, upon the conclufion of the Attor- 
ney-General, with regard to the family of 
Damiens, a fentence vas iiTued, ordering his 
father, wife and daughter, to quit the King- 
dom immediately, and for ever, under pain 
of death, if ever they are found in it. As 
to the brothers^ and fifters they Were tnjoyned 
to change their names, and the demolition 
of the houfe in which Damiens was born, was

Maloesy much his fuperior in force, he having 
but 26 guns, the enemy 369 and a propor- 
tionable number of men. The Terrible's 
prize was (bon taken, and converted againft 
her; but though io unequally matched, 
Captain Death maintained a furious engage- 
ment that cannot be paralleled in the annals 
of any Country. The French commander 
and his fecond were killed, with two-thirds 
of his company £ but much more dreadful 
was the flaughier on board the Terrible. 
When the enemy boarded it, they only found 
one (bene of (laughter, iilence and defolatioo. 
Of two hundred men only(ixtefen were found 
remaining, and the (Kip itfelf ^o (battered as 
fcarcely to b^ kept^bove water.

The Soleil- 
Royal of 80 guns and laoo men, commanded 
hj CooAaaSy ihcltered by the darkneis of the 
Bi^hty canoe to aa anchor in the midft of the 
Britiih fquadron, but as foon aa the dawn of 
day apf>eared» Cooflana orderad her cable to 
be cut and ihe drove on ihore. Hawke no 
foooer faw the French Admiral^ than he made 
a (ignal to the Eflex of 64. fp^* to flip her 
cable and (Mirfiie the flying Frenchman ; the 
Captain Of the Eflex readily obeved, but ran 
on a Sand*banky where iht was loft, together 
with theRefolutionof 74 gant, another flilp 
of the Britiih fquadron. The ^eater part 
of their ftoresy together with all their men 
were, however &ved» aod the wrecks fet on 
fire to prerent theiv fiiHing into the hands of 
the enemy, k the neai^ time the Soleil Royal 
lay beating on the ihore^ and the French ob> 
ferving the EngUfl) prepwing. to deftroy her, 
fet her on fir6. The Eaglim, thfrefore, ft- 
turned, and reduced the Heros, which was 
alio aground, to afhfs; and the Jufte, another 
of their Iturge ihips, periflied in the mouth 
of the River Loire. Next momiog the ftorm 
increafed to fueh a dagree, that ieven French 

^. ihipf' of war threw over board their cannon 
and ftpres in order to expedite their efcape. 
In this Battle, which may bejuftl)rconfider- 
^ ed as one of the moft dangerous andimportant 
that ever happened in any war between the 
two Nations, only one Lieutenant and thirty- 
lune man were killed, andao2 wounded; for 
had Conflans reached his place of deftinatipa 
and efcaped our iquadroa^ the whole ftrcugth

Confians was 
moft allbredly oniered to leave them there, 
and the Duke and thofe with him, were to 
make a conqueft of the whole liland, or lofe 
their lives in the attempt ; it is certainly true, 
that the Duke D*Aguillon had then in his 
pocket a commiiiion mm the French King as 
Viceroy of Ireland. Both fquadrons put to 
fea on the fame day ; Hawke failed from T(h-- 
bay, and Confians from Breft, on the 14th 
of November, 1759. The Britifh fleet con- 
fided of 23 fhips of the line befides frigates, 
that of the French, ti fhips of the line and 
feveral ftigates: tlie French Ibe had 4270 
men more than the Englifli. One remark that 
ftottid not be forgotten, is, when Hawke or- 
dered h^ fhip to referre her fire, to pais by 
a4l the others, and to be laid alongfide of the 
Soieil Royal, the beft fhip in the French Navy, 
and commanded by the French Admiral Coo- 
flans, the Mafker remonftrated on the almoft 
inevitable danger of the Coafb: Hawkie anf- 
wered, Ym have Joneyour Juty in Ms remon^ 
Jfranee^ now obey my ordert^ imJUy me ahng" 
JUe the frmch Admiral. A French fhip of 74 
ffuns, generouflj put herfelf between them ; 
Hawke was obliged to beibw her the fire he 
had referred for a greater occafion^ and with

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1^59 one broadfide funk her to the bottom. B7 
this defeat, the projected invafion that fb long 
alarmed the apprehenfions of Great Britain, 
was rendered abortive, and a finifhing ftroke

September i6th. Admiral Rodnev arrived at Cove in 
the' Gibralur Man of War, and failed for England the 
next evening. 

22d. The inhabitants of Cork were greatly alarmed 
by the report of an invaiion ; the army was under arms 
ipoft part of the day % in the evening when the alarm 
fub&Jed, the 66th and 67th regiments ' of foot, the 
Athol Highlanders, with the 13 th and i8th reeiments 
of light dragoons, were drawn up on the Malfi they 
faluted General Irwine the Commander in Chief, who 
pafTed through the lines, accompanied by General Mo- 
ther, General Gabbet, Lord Rofs, Colonel Lyons, 
Colonel Crofbte, and feveral other field-officers.

Several Roman Catholics of the City of Cork, appear- 
ed Under arms, embodied with the armed Societies on 
Whit-Monday, the 20th of May, when the True-Blue, 
Boyne, and Aughrim Volunteers, marched towards 
Blarney ; their fecond appearance, on Friday the 24th, 
when they fired on the Mall, on account of the capture 
of Count de Graile. 

In June and July, a disorder called the Influenza, 
iraged in this City, very few efcaped the malady jjt 
cominoQly began with a fneezing and running at the 
nofe, a fevere cough, attended with a fever, hea^inefs, 
and pain in the head, or with a wearinefs and a pain in 
all the bones ; it commonly went off in three or four 
days. '

his realbns for changing, in ibme meafhre, the 
form of the addrefi propofed by the honourable gentle* 
man, and hoped to induce the Houfe rather to declare, 
that they had confidered the caufes of jealoufy ; and 
that they were contained in his ordinal motion for a de* 
clarati^n of rights, which l^e would now move as 9n 
amendment to the addrefi. Be faid he had nothing to 
add, but to admire by what fteady virtue the people 
had aiTerted their own rights. He was not very old, 
and yet he remembered trelajidachild. He had watched 
her growth; from infancy fhe grew to arms; from 
arms to liberty. She was not oow afraid of the Freiurh • 
ilie was not now afraid of the EngHfh ^ fhe was not 
now afraid of herfelf. Her fbns were no loneer an ar« 
bitrary gentry ; a ruined commonaltj ; ProtcSiant& op- 
prefTmg Catholics | Catholics groanmg under oppreJP 
uon ; but fhe was now a united bnd. 

Turn, faid he, to the reft of Europe, you will i!nd 
the ancient fpirit every where expired. Sweden has loft 
her liberty, England is declining j the other nations (up- 
port their confequence on the remembrance of a mighty 
name, biit ye are the only people who have recovered 
your coaftitution, who have recovered it by fleady vir« 
tue. Ye not only excel modern Europe, but yc excel 
whatever ihe can boafl of old. Whenever great revo- 
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lotions were made in favour of liberty, tfaey were ow^* 
ing to th^ quick feeling of an irreiiftible populace, ex- 
cited by fome ftrong objedt pVefented to tlieir fenies« 
Such an objedt was the daughter of Virginius facriiiced 
to virtue $ and foch the Seven Biihops, w4iofe meagre 
and haggard looks exprefled the rigour of their fufer* 
ing : but no hiftory could produce an inftance of meii 
like you, muitng for years upon oppreflion, and then» 
upon a determination of right RESCUING TllE 
LAND. ** You will find, (aid he, that the fupporters 
of liberty in the reign of Charles 1/ mixed their fenti- 
mentaof conftitution with principles of gloomy bigotry; 
butamongft us you fee the Delegates of the North ad* 
vocates for the Catholics of the South : the prelbytery 
of Bangor mixing the milk of humanity with the be- 
nignity of the gofpel, as Chriftians tolerated, as Irifh- 
men united. This Houfe agreeing with the defires of 
the nation, pafTed the Popery Bill, and by fo doing got 
more than it gave \ ye found advantages from genero- 
(ity, and grew rich in the very ad of charity. Ye gave 
noi,' but ye formed an alliance between the Protellant 
and Catholic powers, for the fecurity of Ireland. 

Fortunately for us, England did not take the lead; 
her Nfkiifter did not take the lead in the reftoralion of 
her righu ; if fhe had, we fhould have funk under the 
obligation, and given back, in iheepiih gratitude, the 
whole advantage; hut /^virtue, thb pridb of 
THB PBOPLE^wasonr reiburct; and it is right that 
the people ftiould have a lofty conception of themfelves ; 
though it is wonderful they fhould preferve their an- 
cient pride, not having among them any of thofe outward 
and vifible (igns of glory, thofe monuments of their 
heroic aaceftors, fuck as were wont to animate the an- 
cient Greeks and Romans, and ronfe them in their coun- 
try's caufi;. But they had nothing, fuch as thefe to call 
forth the grcktne6 of the land, and therefore it is afto- 
^ifluDg they fhouM preferve their pride ; but more afto- 
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niihing that they iliould proceed with a temper feldoiii 
found among the injured, and a fuccefs never but with 
the virtuous. Jhey htwe m trophies^ but the liberty 
they tranfmit to their pojierity^ is more than Trophy What 
Jet$ one nation* up above another, but the foul that 
dwells therein ; for it is of no avail that the arm be 
ftrong, if the foul be not great. ' What fignifies it ^hat 
300 men in the Houfe of Commons — what llgnifies it 
that 100 men in the Houfe of Peers aflert their country's 
liberty, if unfupported by the people ? But there is not 
a man in Ireland — there is not a Grand Jury — there is 
not an Aifociation-^-there is not a Corps of Volunteers 
' T-there is not a meeting of their Delegates, which does 
not maintain the Independence of the Iri/h Conftitution, 
and pledge thenifelves to fupport Parliament in fixing 
that ConiUtution on its rightful baiis. Gentlemen will 
perceive that I a4Iude to the tranfaflions at Dungannon ; 
not long ago, th« meeting at Dungannon was confidered 
as a very alarming meafure ; but 1 did think other wife — 
I did approve of it, and coniider the meeting of Dun- 
gannon as an ORIGINAL TRANSACTION. As fuch 

only it was matter of furprife, what more extraordinary 
tran faction than the attainment of Magna Charta ; it 
nvas NOT attained in Parliament ^ but iy the Barons^ 
armed and in the field, ,A great original Uanfadion is 
not founded in precedent, it contains in itfelf both rea- 
fon and pi'ecedent :— ^the Revolution had no precedent ; 
rr-the Chriftian Religion had no precedent— the Apof-* 
ties had no precedent ! 

In this country every man has a ihare in the govern- 
ment, and ip order to 2,&. or to fpeak they muft confer. 
Now did not necefniy compel them to ^a—- did not ne- 
celBty compel them to fpeak, and will not their refblu- 
tions tend to reftore the rights of their country ?— they 
refolve, '* that a claim of any body of men^ other than 
the King, Lords and Commons of Ireland^ to make laws tot 
^ bind this Kingdom^ is unconjiitutional, Und a grievapit.^* 
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Is there any man who will deny it; for what were 
Volunteer AJTociations formed, but for the maintenance 
of law ? and what is the affMrncd power of the Briti/h 
Parliament but a violation of all law ? What is Poyn- 
ing's law, and the unconftitutional power of the Iri{h or 
Englifh Privy Council, but a grievance? What is a per- 
petual Mutiny Bill, but a grievance ? Is there any man ' 
who v^ill deny it, or fay that we have not caufe to com* 
plain of this execrated ftatute ? And if you feel the in- 
jury, the people are ready to fupport you. They proteft 
againft an independent army ; againft a dependent legis- 
lature ;* againft the abomination of a foreign le^illature ; 
againft the adumed authority of council : — they were 
more conftitutional than more formal aflemblies — they 
have protefted only againft what Parliament ought to 
redrefs ; and pray, Sir, have not the conftituents a 
right to inform their reprefentatives ? Let other nations 
bafely fupppfe that the people were made for govern- 
ment ; we aftert that government was made for the peon 
pie $ great and auguft as they are, they do but perforxu 
their periodical revolutions ; even the Crown, that great 
luminary 9 whofe brightnels they all refledt, receives its 
chearing fire from the flame of the conft^ution, and there- 
fore we may (peak the fentiments of public meetings ; 
and when we fpeak, let us fpeak with eifeA : let us ipeak 
to the King as to a man who has feelings like ourielves, 
and like ourfelves will refped the claims of liberty. 

Did you ever imagine that the men who ufed to be 
laughed at in your ftreets — did you imagine that they 
who were the IcofF of (aucy affedaiion, fhould prove 
the faviours of their country ? That they ihould proceed 
with fuch moderation, as \o be dreadful only to the ene* 
• mies of their cotintry and of their country's conftitiition. 
]f England wilhes well to Ireland, (he has nothing to fear 
^om her ftrength. The Volunteers of Ireland would die 
, in fupport of England. This nation is connected with 
England y ml hy alUgiarict only but by liberty^ 
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The Crown is one great point of union, but Magna 
Charta is a ereater. fre could get a king 4no "f^fhera but 
England is tnt only country from which w ciulJ get a con-* 
ftituHon. We are not united with England, as Judge 
Blackftone has fooliflily faid, bj conqueft, but by charter. 
Ireland has British privileges, and is by them conne^ed 
with Britain ; both countries are united in liberty. This 
being the decided fenfe of the nation, the men who en- 
deavour to make our connexion with England quadrate 
with this (enfe, are friends to England. We are friends 
to England on perfed political equality. This Houfe of 
Parliament knows no mperior ; the men of Ireland ao 
knowledge no fuperiors ; they have claimed laws under 
conftitution, and the independence of Parliament under 
every law of God and man. It now becomes a matter of 
polfcy.as well as of right. Will thenobkmeDy the gen* 
tlemen, the armed men of Ireknd^ftoop to any other peo- 
ple ? No, never. The queftion is put to us bjr an aft 
lately made : what is it ? but that America difierug from 
Ireland in not having a conftitution, in not kavinj^ t 
charter, in having leS loyalty than Ireland, in having 
jhed much EngHfli blood — that America fliali be free I 
And npill Ireland fink in a new pointy and be the qvi^y 
NATION, whofi liberty England will not aeknowUdge^ 
and whoje affe&ion Jhe cannof fubdm f For acknowle^** 
ing American liberty, Enjjland has the plea of neceffity ^ 
for acknowledging the liberties of Ireland, ihe has the 
plea of juftice. The Britifli nation, if ilie confults with 
the bead or with the heart, will not, cannot refefe our 
claims^ or were it poffible ihe could refiife, I will not 
fubmit $ We have received honours from the' ipe<w 
pie ? cs<n we take the Civic Crown, and lay it at the 
feet of Britiib fupremacy ?

•— I know the gentlemen of this country too welL. I 
know they will not fubmit. The diftin&on would gd 
againft their perfonal efthnaiioii^as well « agaiiiA their 

puolic 
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public right. They would not fiibmit to the infult in 
tlie face of all Europe. . 

I have done with the fopremacy of England, jand flial! 
now fay a few words on the appellant jurifdi^tion of the 
Houfe of Lords. 

I think, that in order to eradicate every caufe of jca- 
loufy, the final judicature iliould refide m the Peers of 
Irelan d ■■ ■ 'tis the conflitution, and mui^ be reflored. 
The incompetence of the Lords, to decide in qucfKons 
of law, is no argument : the lay Lords, in both King- 
doms, are incompetent, but the law Lords are compe- 
tent,— elfc why are they judges ? Nor can we fear any 
•bnfeof this power: the Lords will exercife with cau- 
tion ft power reftored to them by the virtue of their 
countrymen. Befides, let us recollcft, that to rcflore tbis 
power, is a matter of ncceifity, for we arc this day called 
upon to fettle the conflitution | and if we leave any thing 
unfettled, if wc leave any right unaflertcd, we are re* 
fjponiibie. The people of EngTand(are indiflTerent : I have 
letters which affiire me of it, and that the repeal of the 
6th of George I. was oppofed, becaufe the repeal was 
not intato. This is the opmion of Lord N4ahon, an Eng- 
lifhmatt, who underibinds good fenfe and the conflttu* 
tioR. I therefore fuppofe England meets our wiihes, 
aiid*tbat the new Minifhry intend to remove every fuTn 
je6t of difpute, and throw themfelves on the fupporl 
of the people ; then how can we fupport them, if any 
caufe of difpute be left ? And furely this is caufe for 
future oppoiition.— -England has faid, flate your griev 
ances I and fhaM we negled to do fo ? If we do, and 
that there fhall be general meetings of the people and 
of the yolunteers, to complain of grievances, after what 
is intended for a final ad juftment, would not England 
think that there was fomethmg infatiable in the Ififh 
people ? Let us then reftore the appellant jarifdidlion, 
for if that part of the a6t be not repealed, they leave 
BOlonly tbe claim of Britiihfupremacy fknding againfl 
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us,. but they leave the eTQ^cifeof the power eiclftlng. — 
It mull be repealed in totOy and if repealed, their origi- 
nal right revert to the Peers of courfe. Thus you muft 
either reftore the Lords to their privilege, if you mean 
to remove the claim and exercife of Britifh fupre* 
macy, or you muft diyeft them of it by Iriih A£t of )Par- 
Jiamcnt. But will the Peers fubmit to this? Will the 
people fubmit ? )Ni\\ youexpofe Adminlftration to the 
odium of fuch an .a^ft ? It. cannot be — the' iiluftrious 
Houfe of Peers, cpmpofecLof perfons of the firft learn- 
ing, talents and- abilities — aged men, matured in wif- 
do^i— afpiring youth, animated to gbry, never vf ill reft 
in the faihionable infigniBcance to which they,have been 
reduced ~No ; they shall fit in the feats of their an- 
ceftors, difpenfing juftice to their country. England 
can have no objedion to this— ^ihe is not fo.. ambitious 
of the trouble of being aji arbitef . 

Mr. Grattan now again returned to the Mutiny Bill 
and Poyning'& Law, which, he condemned in the moft 
forcible manner ; and faid that thefS were thetekms 
on which he was ready to iiippprt govemmeitt :— A te* 
peal of the' 6th of George I. including a reftoration of 
the appellant jurifdidtion to the Lords of Ireland. An 
abolitibn of the unconftitutional power of Privy Coun- 
cils. And a repeal of the Mutiny Bill, A Judge's Bill 
he refrained from mentioningy as he had heard it was 
returned. , 
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
